Washington, February 9.—Senator Ald- 
rich today introduced a biil authorizing 
banks which are national depositories to 
deposit for the safe guarding of the gov- 
ernment other securities than govern- 
ment bonds. The intention of the Dill 
is to give greater elasticity to the cur- 
rency and permit of the relea-c of larger 
yolumes of the government funds in time 
of stringency. The pill provides for the 
deposit of state bonds, municipal »onds 
of cities of 100,000 population which have 
heen in existence for twenty-five years 
and which have not defaulted on any of 
their debts and the first mortgage bonds 
of any railroad company which have 
paid dividends of not less than 4 per 
cent for ten years.

POWERS TO HELP 


lnvokes Them To Stop Military 
Preparations of Turkey 


If Macedonians Rise, Bulgaria Will 
Invade Turkey—The Porte Pre- 
Paring To Mobolize Troops. 
Proposals of Reform | 

Sent by Russia. 


Sofia, February 9.—Having received of- 
ficial information regarding Turkey's de- 
cision to mobilize two army corps at 
Adrianople and Monastir, the Bulgarian 
government today addressed representa- 
tions to the powers, invoking their good 
offices at Constantinople to procure the 
cessation of the Turkish military prepa- 
rations. 

It is felt here that while Turkey's re- 
inforcement of her troops Macedonia 
inay be justified, in view of the internal 
situation and the Austro-Servian military 
mot¢@lization at Adria- 
nople can be regarded only as a menace 
It is stated that the govern- 
ment will refrain from any counter-4le- 
monstration and only mobjlize the Bul- 
garian army in the case of extreme ne- 
cessity, it being fully realized that even 
«a successful conflict with Turkey would 
mean financial ruin to Bulgaria, 

Bulgarians To Evade Turkey. 

Vienna, February 9.—It is asserted here 
that Bulgaria is determined to invade 
Turkey in the event of insurrection 
Macedonia and that the Macedonian ele- 
ment in Bulgaria is so strong that notn- 
ing can prevail against it. Preparations 
for a great rising are proceeding quit2 
openly. Four hundred officers in the Bul- 
garian army are asking for a prolonged 
leave, which will not be refused, in or- 
der to assist the rising in Macedonia. It 
is reiterated that seven bands, aggregat- 
ing 6,000 men, already have been formed. 
The three largest bands are led by Col- 
nels Yankoff, Sarafoff and Zontohoff, re- 
spectively.

Chairman Mercer Says Old 
Postoffice Building Should 
De Headquarters 


THINKS CITY SHOULD HAVE 
NEW FEDERAL BUILDING ALSO 


Suggests Reestablishment of Depart- 
ment of Gulf, Headquarters of 
Which Were Located Here 
During the Spanish- 
American War. 
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“Atlanta should be given an ene 
tirely new postoffice and federal 
building, then the military depart- 
ment of the gulf should be rees- 
tablished at Atlanta and the ores- 
ent building should be turned over 
to the war department for army 
headquarters.’’"—Chairman Mercer, 
of the National Building and 
Grounds Committee. 
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As a result of the recent visit to At- 
lanta of the national building and 
grounds committee, of which Congress- 
man Mercer is chairman, the depart 
ment of the gulf may be reestablishe¢ 
here and the present federal buili'ng be 
used by the war department as army 
headquarters. This carries with it the 
erection of a new million and 1 half 
federal building. 

Chairman Mercer believes that this is 
the proper solution of the situation in 
Atlanta, and it is believed that he will 
make such a remomendation to con- 
gress in the report of his committee. That 
the new federa! building will be favor- 
ably reported there seems to be little 
doubt in the minds of those who are 
familiar with the situation.

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NO ONE BLAMED 
FOR ACCIDENT 


Cases Against Motorman 
and Driver Are Dis- 
missed, 


Motorman R, L,’ Peek, who was in 
Charge of car 124 that collided with the 
carriage occupied by Mrs. Mary Grant 
Dickson and Mrs. Hugh Hagan Sunday 
morning, was arraigned in the recorder’s 
court yesterday afternoon on the charge 
of running a trolley car in a reckless 
manner. At the game time Will Clark, 
the negro driver of the carriage, was 
tried on the charge of reckless driving. 

After a number of witnesses were heard 
and contradictory evidence given the re- 
corder decided to dismiss both cases. 

Motorman Peek was represented by 
Attorney L. Z. Rosser, who was retained 
by the street car company; the negro 
driver was represented by Attorney Hugh 
M. Dorsey, who was retained by W. O. 
Jones, owner of the wrecked carriage. 

The first witness was Will Clark, the 
driver of the carriage. He stated that he 
was going out Peachtree street with two 
ladies in his carriage, Mrs. Dickson and 
Mrs. Hagan. 

“I was on the right side of the cas 
tracks,"’ he said, “with my left whees 
on the right rai) of the left track. When 
near North avenue 1 saw a car ahead of 
me, but did not think it could reach me 
before I turned off, as it is a rule for the 
cars to slow up at the crossings. The 
headlight on the car blinded me. I did 
not hear any gong and therefore was un- 
able to tell just how far off the car was. 
Not hearing the gong I did not think it 
was near the crossing. 1 turned my 
horses to the left to go down North ave- 
nue. The car came on and dashed into 
the rear wheel of the carriage and threw 
it around against a telephone pole. I] was 
driving in a slow trot at the time. The 
car ran about 30 feet past the carriage 
ufter the collision.” 

John Hill, driver for Willis Ragan, 
Stated that he was on his carriage imme- 
diately behind Clark. 

“I saw the car coming,’ said the wit- 
ness, “and I am certain that the motor- 
man did not ring his gong. Just before 
the car reached the crossing the motor- 
man speeded up the car and it was going 
faster and faster when Clark's carriage 
was struck. The car ran 100 feet after the 
collision.”’ 

A negro youth named Mitchell, who 
works for Dr. Cri¢hton, testified that ke 
was walking down Peachtree street just 
before the aecident. He said he had been 
waiting for a car. He heard the gong 
ring and that caused him to look bac«, 
and as he did so he saw the car strike the 
carriage. 

Said Brake Was Put On. 


“The motorman put on his brake,” 


Stated Mitchell, “for I heard the grating 
noise of the wheels.The car was about 
30 feet away when the carriage made tho 
turn into North avenue.’’ 

Lucius Williams, testified that he was 
going out Peachtree street on a ‘‘depot 
wagon’ belonging to J. K. Ottley, and 
was behind Hill's carriage. 

“I did not hear the motorman ring a 
gong.’' the witness stated. ‘‘The car ran 
about 60 feet after the accident and then 
backed toward the ¢arriage.” 

Recorder Broyles remarked that there 
was a question which he had neglected 
to ask the witness,’&nd it was in regarJ 
to the sobriety of Clark. Two or three 
witnesses stated that Clark was perfectly 
sober. Mn Jones read a statement signed 
by several prominent citizens, who saw 
Clark immediately after the accident, 
and they testified that the negro was 
sober. Clark in a second statement said 
he had not taken a drink in two years. 

Motorman’s Statement. 

Motorman Peek took the stand. 

“It was our last trip for the night,”’ he 
stated. “We were coming to the city 
from Brookwood at. a moderate speed. 
I had to slow up at the switch near Ponce 
de Leon circle, which is close to North 
avenue, and wWhen I left the switch i 
was not running over 4 or 5 miles an 
hour. T increased my speed a little after 
that and was not running more 
or 10 miles an hour when the collision 
occurred. J saw the carriage, and it was 
or the left track and I was on the right. 
The way was clear when I 
the North avenue crossing. I 
the gong and seeing that all was clear 
I increased my speed. About that time, 
when T was 350 feet off from the carriage. 
it suddeniy turned to the left and 
right across the track on which the car 
was running. I put on the brake as 
quickly as possible. The car began to 
slide and I had to release the brake and 
put on the reverse current. The reverse 
current was on when the carriage was 
struck and that was why the car backed 
after the collisfon. The car did not go 
more than 10 feet from the carriage. I 
did not have time to use the sand in the 
box. I was right at the crossing when 
I picked up my speed a little. The ne- 
gro was driving in a swift trot.”’ 

On cross-examination, Peek was asked 
if he had not put on more speed if the 
carriage would not have passed the cross- 
ing in safety, and he replied: 

“Tt don’t know about that.” 

He stated that the headlight was torn 
from the car and the glass in front was 
smashed. He also stated that he had 
turned the current on in full. 

Conductor’s Evidence. 

A..G. Malcolm, who was the conductor 
or the car, testified that they left Brook- 
wood at 12:20 o'clock. 

“At the switch,” Malcolm stated, ‘‘the 
car was not going over 5 miles an hour, 
When it reached the North avenue cross- 
ing it was running 8 or 10 miles an hour. 
I did not see the carriage. I heard the 
motorman putting on his brake and 
ringing his gong. In a few moments the 
collision occurred. The current was re- 
versed and that made the car run back- 
wards after it had passed the carriage 
about 10 or 12 feet. I think Mr. Peek is 
one of the most careful motormen in the 
employ of the company and I always 
make a request for him when I can get 
him.’’ 

The attorneys announced that they did 
not care to make any arguments, 

Attorney Rosser remarked that he did 
not think the evidence showed any crim- 
inal negligence on the part of the mo- 
torman. 

“Tl am of the opinion myself,” stated Re- 
cerder Broyles, “that there has been no 
evidence of a criminal nature brought out

Senator Garmack Charges in 
Speech Attacking Roosevelt

He Alleges That the President and 
Secretary of War Have Done 
Nothing To Punish Sol- 
diers for Cruelty to the 
Filipinos, 


Washington, February 9.—In the sen- 
today Mr. Carmack spoke on the 
Rawlins resolution, calling on the sec- 
retary of war for proceedings in cer- 
courts martial. He charged that 
murders in the Philippines by American 
soldiers had become so common that they 
not Wear investigation and that 
answer was entirely satisfactory 
our noble, generous and humane sec- 
of war.” He also criticized the 
president for “never having heard of the 
Captain Brownell case after having an- 
nounced his intention of probing crimes in 
the Fhilippines.’* 

The best army that ever trod the earth, 
Mr. Carmack declared, could be sent to 
an distant tropical land, but when it bc- 
eame Known that crimes will go unpun- 
ished, awful consequences will ensue. 
Just these consequences have existed, he 
said, and the charges have been met with 
stcical any cynical indifference. He aszs- 
scrted that there was an organized sys- 
tem of torture in the Philippines. 

“It is a further fact,” said Mr. Car- 
rack, “‘that though this was notorious 
throughout the whole army, it was con- 
tinued for months and years. No effort 
made to suppress it and no single 
torturer was ever punished for the crime. 
lt is a fact that men of high character 
and standing, the representatives of lead- 
ing republican administration newspa- 
pers, Went in-person to the commanding 
general and told him that they had not 
only seen a perfect orgy of looting and 
plunder, but that they had seen wounded 
butchered before their very 
eyes. And though he did not deny it, 
ignored it. It is further true that 
this fact wag brought to the attention 
ul the secretary of war in a letter over 
the signature of Robert M. Collins, the 
chief agent and representative of the As- 
sociated Press in the Philippine islands, 
and it did not suggest the propriety of 
any inquiry or any investigation.

Mormon Church in Politics. 

Mr. Keene spoke on the statehood Dill 
for a short time when he yielded to va- 
rious senators, who indulged in debate 
over the question of influence of the 
Mormon church in politics. Mr. Elkins 
spoke at length in defense of the claims 
of New Mexico to statehood. He read 
the republican and democratic platforms, 
Praised the democrats for trying to keep 
their pledges, while the republicans, he 
said, had not been able to keep faith nor 
discharge their obligations with respect 
to statehood.

He believed it 
was wrong to charge the people of New 
Mexico with being repudiationists, polyg- 
amists and ignorant. If given the oppor- 
tunity, he gaid, they would present the 
identical constitution prepared by them 
in 1889, declaring against bigamy and po- 
lygamy. 

The conference report on the act fixing 
the salaries of certain judges of the 
United States courts, which was present- 
ed by Senator Hoar, was agreed on, and 
at 4:5 p. m. the senate went into exec- 
utive session, adjourning fifteen minutes 
later, until tomorrow. 


SUES MEXICO FOR MILLIONS. 


Hazzard Brings His Case in United 
States Court. 

Albany, N. Y., February ¥.—The sult of 
John G. Hazzard, of Brooklyn, to recov- 
er from the United States of Mexico 
about $10,000,000 of the defaulted bond Is- 
sue of 186, was argued before the New 
York court of appeals today. Hazzard 
secured an attachment. This was served 
upon J. P. Morgan & Co., who were pre- 
sumed to hold securities of the Mexican 
government. The appellate division va- 
cated the attachment and from that de- 
cision Hazzard appealed. The proceed- 
ing is opposed by the United States gov- 
ernment on the ground that Mexico is a 
foreign sovereign state and the courts of 
New York state have no jurisdiction to 
attach fry of its properly.

MINISTERS SAY WORLD

IS NOT GROWING BETTER 


isters yesterday morning: an inter- 
esting discussioa was had on the 
subject: “Is the world growing better?’ 

The discussion was precipitated by a pa- 
per read by Dr. William J. Holtzcliw, 
pastor of Jones Avenue Baptist church, 
in which he took the negative side of the 
question. 

Dr. Holtzclaw’s views were upheld by 
& majority of the ministers present and 
almost every one of them had something 
to say on the subject. 

Dr. Holtzclaw’s views on the question 
were, in part, as follows: 

“The question, ‘Is the World Growing 
Better?’ has been discussed by press and 
public repeatedly, and yet the world and 
the church are still divided on the sub- 
ject. If we go to the word of God on 
this question we find that it teaches 
that the world is to grow worse and 
worse till the end. 

“The attendance upon the services in 
the churches of the different denomina- 
tions throughout the Christian world is 
deplorably small compared with the num- 
ber of professed Christians, and compared 
with the entire population it is _ still 
greater. The great mass of the people 
go not attend any church at all, and it is 
only the few of those who profess to be 
disciples of Christ who do attend. 

“It is a well-known fact which applies 
to any section of our country, or to the 
world as for that, that the great ma- 
jority of attendants upon our church 
services are women. A much debated 
question at this time is ‘How to get the 
men to attend church.’ The secular and 
religious papers are nearly unanimous 
in their declarations that the attendance 
of mén upon religious services is con- 
stantly decreasing. Let this be as it may, 
we cannot get around one of the gresut- 
est problems that we as workers together 
With God are facing today. There are 
large numbers of men who only occa- 
sionally attend church, and a mucn 
greater number who never darken the 
doors of any church. I am aware of the 
fact that there are certain classes of 
religious leaders today who pose as Op- 
timists, and who are continually assert- 
ing that conditions religiously every- 
where are growing better and that we 
are rapidly verging toward the millen- 
nium. The more conservative and think- 
ing and the steadily on the 
increase, are proclaiming that ‘evil, men 
and seducers are waxing worse and 
worse,’ and that many today have a 
form of godliness, but are denying the 
power thereof—that many today are 
changing their habits, but their hearts 
are still unchanged—that many Are 
changing their names while their natg-es 
remain the same. 

“No matter which of these classes you 
may agree with, the cold and solemn fact 
remains that there are multitudes of men 
who have never been born again. There 
are large numbers in the church ‘who 
have a name that they live and yet are 
cead.’ Personally, 1 believe that if we 
ecculd get at the facts today as they real- 
lv are as to the real heart conditions of 
men both inside and outside the churca, 
we would simply be appalled at the re- 
sults of our investigations. A pastor in 
one of our northern cities of a population 
of 8,000 people, with eleven Protestant 
churehes, one Catholic church, a Young 
Men's Christian Association, and 6 five 
rublie schools, after investigation, repori- 
ed that 456 per cent of the men spent their 
leisure hours at home, 14 per cent at the 
saloon, 5 per cent at the Young Men's 
Christian Association. To his’ inquiry 
concerning amusements, he found the foi- 
lcwing: Forty-three per eent rode wheels 
and on horseback and in carriages, 10 per 
cent played cards, 26 per cent went to the 
theater, 2 cent daneed, 9 per cent 
plaved billiards and pool, 12 per cent gave 
entertainments or attended entertain- 
ments given by others. 

“Now what was discovered by this pas- 
tor can be discovered by any of us at any 
time. Our city is ten times as large 
as the eity used for illustration, and the 
same things exist here and probably to a 
greater degree. The masses of the peo- 
ple are not only drifting away from the 
churches, but they are drifting away from 
the Bible. ‘The Bible as Literaturein the

CLEAR VICTORY 
FOR DEMOCRATS 


Republicans Defeated on Com-

Washington, February 9.—(Special.)—It 
is expected that the department of com- 
merce bill will be disposed of tomorrow 
by formal agreement of both houses to 
the report of conferences, as it has been 
fully outlined in The Constitution. The 
bill as it stands is a distinct victory for 
the democrats, Senator Clay's successful 
fight against swamping the interstate 
commerce commission by putting it under 
the new department being in line with 
the position taken by most of the demo- 
crats when the bill was before the house, 
Judge Adamson was the most active sup- 
porter of the measure on the democratte 
side of the chamber until the amendment 
putting the commission in the new de- 
partment was eprung. He then took the 
same position that the senate democrats 
have taken and voted against the bill as 
amended, though he had supported the 
original. Just what he contended for was 
accomplished by the senate as the result 
of the democratic fight. The outcome is 
a distinct indorsement of his position. 
He will strongly support the report of 
the conferees. 

Bankhead Denies Hobson’s Charge. 

Captain Hobson's claim that the failure 
of his retirement bill was due to tle op- 
position of Colonel Bankhead, representa- 
tive of the district in which he lives, 
which has been given wide circulation in 
southern newspapers, is not given much 
credence here. Colonel Bankhead denies 
that he ever put an obstruction of any 
kind in the way of the bill. He denies 
that he was requested to introduce it 
and says he knew nothing about the Dill 
until several weeks after it had been in- 
troduced by another member. 

Some of Colonel Bankhead’'s associates 
in the Alabama delegation, who are not 
particularly friendly with him, are con- 
sidered responsible for the stories of 
Bankhead’'s opposition, but members of 
the committee on naval affairs who re- 
ported adversely upon the bill say Bank- 
head never made the slightest suggestion 
to them ‘about the matter. Mr. Wheeler, 
of Kentucky; Mr. Tate, of Georgia: Mr. 
Kitchin, of North Carolina. and 
southern men on the committee all ab- 
solve Colonel Bankhead from any _ re- 
sponsibility for their action in opposing 
the Hobson retirement bill. The attitude 
of these gentlemen, as explained to me, 
is briefly this: 

Hobson had been given two opportuni- 
ties for retirement through the regular 
channels, but in both cases the retiring 
boards had found there was no. such 
trouble with his eyes as would warrant 
his being placed on the retired list.

The churches of Kentucky devoted 
last Sunday as a special day of pulpit 
protest and prayer against the sat- 
urnalia of bloodshed and crime into 
which the “dark and bloody ground” 
seems to have plunged. 
ing, Christian people of the state are 
thoroughly alive to the importance of 
making lawlessness odious and piac- 
ing the man of blood under the ban of 
the public conscience. 

The crusade against crime will by 
no means be confined to the church. 
It is proposed that every editor in 
Kentucky agree to puovlish at least 
once a month an article written with 
a view to fostering a sentiment in fa- 
vor of more general observance and 
enforcement of the law, and that every 
public school teacher, white and 
lack, deliver a monthly lecture warn- 
ing their pupils of the consequences 


of crime, the danger of carrying con- | 


cealed weapons, the horror of shed- 
ding the blood of one’s feilow-man and 
the sin of vielding to the passions of 


hate; jealousy, avarice and the long | 
Thon- | 


train of crime’s incentives. 
Sands of Kentucky fathers and moth- 
ers have pledged themselves to be 
doubly diligent in endeavoring to in- 
culcate the same wholesome lessons 
in their children at home. 

The suggestion is a good one for the 
people of every state of the union to 
follow, and the place to begin the 
crusade is in the home, school and 
church, as is the intention in Ken- 
tucky. There can be no doubt that 
the laxity of justice as administered 
by the courts of the land has much 
to do with the cheapening estimate of 
human life and the increase of crim- 
inality generally. Jurors will render 
verdicts more in accordance with the 
law and evidence when they are sur- 
rounded by a vigorous, healthy public 
Sentiment in the community branding 
the criminal and his crime as they 
shouid morally and legally be brand- 
ed. Judges cannot too often charge 
grand jurics in a manner calculated to 
impress upon them the paramount im- 
portance to society and the public or- 
der of estimating crime at its real 
wickedness.and being deaf and blind 
to pcrsonal considerations and _per- 
vericd sentiment. 

Such charges as Judge Thomas. of 
Montgomery, Ala., delivered the other 
day, do much toward making men see 
these great basic truths of human so- 
ciety in the right light. This judge 
submitted statistics showing tnat in 
1883 Alabama had 82 homicides; in 
1892, 135, and in 1900, 196. In his 
impicssive charge he said: 


The killing of Editor Gonzales the other | 
day in South Carolina, if unlawful, is no | 
greater crime than would be the wMlawful | 


killing of some poor, unknown 
The sensation created may be different, 
but the crime to God and man the same, 
And until we so come to value and re- 
gard the sacred right to human life, our 
public opinion is at fault, and a just ap- 
yreciation of. reverence for human life is 
lacking. Remember, then, that it is as 
great a crime for one man to kill, not in 
self-defense, as another; and that it is 
also as great a,crime for one man to 
be unlawfully killed as another, You will 
not deal honestly with yourselves and 
with your fellow-men if you do not so 
regard it in your findings. Don’t take 
up all your time trying to find some 
crap shooter and not have time enough 
to find out the guilt of him who shoots 
his fellow-man, 

Again, I beg that you not stop to indict 
the ignorant misdemeanant till you have 
first honestly tried to indict those who 
take life without justification of law. I 
believe it to be a fact that the indictment 


and trial of a guilty person of standing, | 
of influence and of intelligence, would do | 


more to arouse a public sentiment of 
high-minded honesty than would the con- 
viction of many petit misdemeanors by 
the ignorant and those unknown save to 
his: family and little circle of friends.

Now that the option on the property adjoining the city reservoir 
has been extended for another month, it is confidently believed that the 
technical trouble which stood in the way of the purchase of the property 
will be removed, enabling the city to carry out the generally approved 
plan to provide additional reservoip facilities. 

The past few days have emphasizcd the threatening danger of de- 
pending entirely upon the single reservoir which now supplies the entire 
ciily. Fortunately, the trouble was not scrious, but had the rains continued 
and had the Chattahoochee risen a few more fect, the river pumping 
station would have been seriously threatened, or would, perhaps, have 
becn forced to shut down for several days. 

It is against just such emergencics that the city must, and can eas- 
ily. provide by supplying an additional reservoir. The one which now 
feeds the arterics of the city’s water works system has sufficient capac- 
ity to furnish the city for a few days, regardless of the condition of the 
river. The reservoir does not hold enough water, however, to provide the 
city for an indefinite period and, as it is supplied from the river, the city 
would find itself in a dreadiui plight if the source of the storage supply 
should be long intcrfered with by a season of heavy rains and high wa- 
ter that would torce the river pumping station to shut down. It is 
worth noting that ihe Chatiahoochee’s water is of recent years much 
more uncertain in its bounas taat it has ever becn. 

An additional reservoir can be constructed at a trifling cost 1s com- 
pared with the magniiude and importance of the service it will render. 
has voted money for the first payment on the new 
aud the aldermanic board would have confimed 
the action by a unanimous vote nad it not been foi the tide complication, 
by which it appeared ihat, on the plan proposed, the city could not se- 
cure fee simpie title to the property in advance of full payment therefor. 
This complivation ean, no doubt, be satisfactorily met, thus enabling the 
ciiy to purchase the property by annual payments, and to begin without 
further delay the work of constructing a new reservoir. 

With the option Still outstanding, The Constitution feels sure the 
matter will be satisfactorily closed. 

Further delay in providing an additional reservoir may entail serious 
consequences, and the risk is too great to permil postponement for an- 
otuer year.

Pardons and Commutations 
Granted by Governor in 
Several Cases. 


Governor Terrell granted several par- 
dons and commutations of sentence yes- 
terday, on recommendation of the prison 
commission, which concluded its labors 
in hearing applications for executive 
clemency for February, last week. 

John McGough, who was convicted in 
Muscogee superior court in 1901 of vol- 
untary manslaughter, and sentenced to 
serve fourteen years in the penitentiary, 
was pardoned. McGough was tried for 
the murder of Policeman Osborn, who 
was trying to arrest him’ at the time. 
McGough was arrested in the Rankin 
tried for murder with the 
result stated. The trial was a famous 
one. Several efforts have been made to 
get him out of the penitentiary, and this 
time his friends were successful, it being 
shown that he has been suffering from 
pulmonary troubles and is not likely to 
live long. 

W. C. McLane, of Fulton county, who 
wag given a sentence of three months 
in jail and a fine of $500 for larceny af- 
ter trust, had his disabilities removed 
and was restored to full citizenship on 
recommendation of the prison commis- 
sion. McLane was charged with misap- 
propriating funds of the Bank of Com- 
merce, 

John Westmoreland, of Fulton, given 
six months for larceny, and Willie M. 
Johnson, given eight monts for larceny, 
both had their sentences commuted to 
present service. 

Albert Floyd, of Calhoun county, who 
was convicted of murder and sentenced 
to life in the penitentiary, had his sen- 
tence commuted to twenty years, of 
which he has already served about fif- 
teen years. Floyd found a man in the 
company of his wife and in the effort to 
kill the man he shot and killed his wife. 

George Austin, of Gwinnett county, 
who was given a sentence of ten years 
in the penitentiary for rape, had his 
sentence commuted to present service. 
He has served about five years, 

Ww. H. Wester, of Pulaski county, who 
received a sentence of $100 or twelve 
months for violating the Sabbath day, 
had his sentence commuted to present 
service, which has been about six months. 

John Rutherford, of Monroe county, 
who has been serving a sentence of 
twelve months in the chain-gang since 
October, 19, for larceny, had his sen- 
tence commuted to present service. 

A. T. Dasher, of Lowndes county, who 
was serveing a sentence of three years 
in the penitentiary for simple larceny, 
had his sentence commuted to a fine of 
$200. 

Pardons were refused in the following 
cases: Arthur Williams, of Cobb, bur- 
glary, ten years; Gus Fellows, of Banks, 
wife beating, twelve months; J. L. Mor- 
gan, of Floyd, simple larceny, six months;

It has fallen some 
three or four feet today, ard is still slow- 
ly bul steadily falling. The river lacked 
three feet of equalling its record of last 
February, when the’old bridge at Four- 
teenth street Was washed away. 

The high water has done little actual 
damage, except the sweeping away of a 
half-finished span of the new steei bridge 
at Fourteenth street, aithough the stop- 
page of most of the departments of two 
of the leading cotton milis has thrown 
some two (thousand operatives into tem- 
porary idleness. Forty-e'ght hours ionger 
and the span of the new bridge which 
Was swept away would have been safe, 
for in that length of time ihe steel work 
could have been completed to the Ala- 
bama abutment. The incompleted span 
restea upon false work of wood, and 
when this staging was carried away the 
stee] collapsed. It is thought that most 
of the steel can be recovered. Two of 
the spans of the bridge have aiready been 
competed and are securely bolted to the 
concrete piers and they were not dum- 
aged in any way by the high water.

Attorney for Dr. Alexander Says He

Indianapolis, February 9.—The defense 
in the trial of Dr. J. Cc. Alexander, charg- 
ed with being implicated in the grave 
rcbbing eases, outlined its defense as 
scon as the court opened today. The 
opening statement was made by Mr. 
Spaan. The defense, according to Mr. 
Spaan, proposed to show that Dr. Alex- 
ander was of good mora] character, while 
the negroes who testified against him 
were disreputable and unworthy of be- 
lief. 

The defense {s that when Cantrill and 
Martin went to Dr. Alexander's Office 
they went there for the purpose of se- 
curing employment to clean up the col- 
lege, as they had done that kind of work 
at Chicago and other places. Dr. Alex- 
ander told them that such employment 
was out of his department but to call 
again and he would give them an an- 
swer, 

In the meantime he consulted with sev- 
eral members of the faculty and was told 
that he might employ Cantrill, and Dr. 
Alexander agreed to pay him $30 for the 
work. On the second trip Cantrill told 
him that he was furnishing dissecting 
subjects for other colleges and would like 
to furnish some for Dr. Alexander. Dr. 
Alexander replied that if he could gct 
the bodies legitimately he would pay him 
for them. 

The defense offered to prove that at 
the time this conversation occurred Dr. 
Alexander was writing to doctors in dif- 
ferent parts of the state asking for ma- 
terial that could be furnished under the 
law. The defense also proposed to show 
that the money expended by Dr. Alexan- 
der for Cantrill in the way of fines and 
with the pawn brokers was deducted 
from the amount that Dr. Alexander 
agreed to pay Cantrill. 

The defense said that it would show 
that while Cantrill was before the grand 
jury 
up Dr. Anderson, whose office was across 
the hall from Dr. Alexander's office, in 
the Claypool building. Cantrill, the de- 
fense asserted, made himself known and 
asked Dr. Anderson to inform Dr. Alex- 
ander that he need not fear; that he

Judge Bailey, during Mr. Spaan’s de- 
nunciation of Cantrill, called the attor- 
ney for the defense to order and told 
him he must not intrude upon the lib- 
erality of the court by making an argu- 
ment instead of a statement. ‘Mr. Spaan 
finished his statement at 11:45, having 
talked two hours and forty-five minutes.

FLED IN TERROR 
BEFORE BOXERS 


Reports of Another Anti- 
Foreign Outbreak in China 
Confirmed. 


——— 


San Francisco, February 9$.—Previous 
reports of a threatened outbreak in Chi- 
na against Caucasian residents is con- 
firmed by several persons who have just 
arrived here from the Orient. 

Dr. James Young, surgeon of the steam- 
er China, David Austin and J. G. Kava- 
naugh are among those who give ac- 
counts of the menacing attitude of the 
Boxers. Dr. Young, accompanied by 
Austin and an American engineer and un- 
der the direction of a Chinese guide, 
went to Canton when the steamer China 
was at Hong Kong. Once within the 
gates of the walled city the party was 
beset by a rabble and was met with de- 
mands for money. 

At the ouset the Chinese were compla- 
cent, but the moment the tourists re- 
fused their request for coin the Mongo- 
lians hurled stones at the visitors and 
drove them in terror to the five-story pa- 
soda, where they were temporarily free 
from molestation. Hiowever, when the 
Americans emerged from the pagoda, 
they were again pursued by the mob, 
Which became bolder and more defiant 
and finally hurled missiles of every de- 
Scription at Dr. Young and his party. 
A great stone struck Dr. Young in the 
neck and rendered him unconscious. The 
mob had almost overpowered the Ameri- 
Cans when Dr. Young revived and the 
three left the walled city With all possi- 
ble speed. 

Dr. Kavanaugh declares the center of 
the impending revolution {s in southern 
China and not in the north, where the 
last outbreak occurred. ‘‘In Canton and 
the southern provinces,’ he said, ‘‘where 
there was no activity during the up- 
rising in 1900, is now thoroughly 
with cut-throats.

MAIL SERVICE. 


Instructions Regarding the Conduct 
of Registry Business. 

Washington, February 9:—Third Assis- 
tant Postmaster General Madden has 
issued a manual of instructions for the 
conduct of registry business in the rural 
free delivery service, The most important 
innovation provides for the registration 
of letters and parcels left in the rural 
mail boxes, the carrier leaving the sen- 
der’s receipt in the box. Formerly it was 
necessary for the sender to meet the 
carrier on the route. 

Rural carriers also are required to ac- 
cept for registration mail matter proper- 
ly prepared and offered by anv. one that 
meets them while on duty, whether a 
patron of the rural! free delivery service 
or not. 

Storekeepers on rural routes custom- 
arily receive the mail matter of their 
patrons, delivering it to them at the 
first opportunity. Registered mail has 
not been uelivered in this manner in the 
past, but it is now provided that on the 
written order, which the addressecs are 
required to leave for the delivery of their 
mail to the storekeeper, registered mail 
also will be delivered, except such as is 
indorsed by the senders, ‘‘deliver to ad- 
dressee only.”

FAIR MILLIONS 
CAUSE CONTEST 


Relatives of Mrs, Fair Sue, 
Clarming the Woman Sur- 
vived Her Husband, 


York, February 9.—The relatives 
of Mrs. Charlies D. Fair, who, with her 
husband, was killed in an entomobile 
accident in France in August last, have 
commenced an action to set aside an 
egreement which they entered into with 
Mrs. Theresa Oelrichs and Mrs. Virginia 
Vanderbilt, sisters of Charles Fair, not 
to start a contest over the estate. 

By the agreement Mrs. Nelson was ta 
receive $125,000 and her daughter's jew- 
elry. valued at $100,000.
